Which Book, purſuant to the A&t, was 
by the Arch-Btſhop of . S7.. Andrews ſent 
up to his Majeſty, and by himſelf, and 
his Order, Exanun'd,, Corrected , and 
Return'd : But his Majefty dy'd before 1t 
could be put in Practice. And this was 
the Book, which with very little Altera- 
tion, and That too, in favour of their 
pretended Scruples, was by the late King's 
Proclamation in 1637, commanded to 
be publickly Us'd 1n all Counnes of that 
Kingdomce. There were alſo diverſc 
of the Engliſh Rites and Ceremonies 
{cttled in 1618, by Five Articles that 
paſsd the Aſſembly at Perth ; Which Ar- 
ticles coſt King James an-Expenſive Jour- 
ney into Scotland the Year before ; where 
he was forc'd to tell them plainly , in a 
Spcech at St. Andrews, That it was a Power 
belonging to all Chriſtian Princes to order
